In more ways than one was the fact 


that this was the last day of the ren- 
dezvoim emphasised. One of the most 
interesting incidents was the prepara- 
tion for provisioning- the ships for the 
cruise. The steamers from the large 
cities this morning wer* piled high with 
•dibl* freight. Tons and tons of beef 
were brought from Baltimore and trans- 
ferred to the ships' cutters, which wer* 
dancing on the waves at the wharf 
Huge crates of canned goods and mam- 
moth sacks of vegetables stood side by 
side with food enough to stock a store. 
One pile of bread contained, by actual 
count, 8,878 loaves, and there were sev-

German, Busslan, French, Spanish, 
Italian and Dutch sailors hovered 
around the food or transferred it amid 
a babel-like confusion to their own 
boats,-' All this had to be done to-day, 
there will be no time for it to-morrow 
morning. 


Equally Interesting, although a scene 


entirely dliferent,was the regulation of 
the chronometers at noon to-day. 
Shortly before It o'clock a company of 
officers filed through the long and nar- 
row passage to the room in which the 
telegraphers were at work. Borne of 
them had little mahogany boxes under 
their arms which they placed with more 
than ordinary care upon the small ta- 
bles.

sounder, a tick for each second of time. 
One minute of twelve arrived 
During 


this minute there was no sound

a short sharp decided click told the 
hour of noon 
A dozen observant eyes 


and brains noted the second, the min-

and 
the 
hour 
hands 
of 


the ships' timekeepers, 
and 
then 


with the chronometers again un-

their 
arms,

went down-stairs and carried the deli- 
cate inechanicisms back to the vessels. 
Thousands of curious visitors made a 
circuit of the fleet at twenty-five cents 
apiece in excursion steamers It was 
the last day of the rendezvous, and 
therefore the last day for Reaping the 
harvest of silver The fact that it was 
Sunday night might have occurred to a

such as mildew, scab, blight, rust, rot, j 
etc., are contajrious. The contagion la j 
carried from year to year in the dis- 
eased parts, be it leaf, fruit or branch. 
The presence of any of this diseased 
material in the orchard or vineyard in- 
crease. tn» chance ot the appearance 
•net spread of the disease another year. '< 
Nothing is so destructive to the fungus 
spores as fire, and all affected plants, 
or parts of plant*, should be cut out and 
burned. 


—A tenor in a Brooklyn church often 


endeavored to cause fun in the choir by 
making droll facet at the other singers. 
There was one member of the congre- 
gation who considered his levity idiotic. 
In the collection basket he dropped a 
paper containing these words: "To 
the Pastor:—The service would be much 
more interesting if you could persuade 
your tenor to act more like a man, .and 
less likeo monkey."

—Nearly three-fourths of all the 


cases of cholera in southern Russia, 
or in the region between the Caspian 
aea and the Black, have proved fetal 
In St. Petersburg, whc«e better sanitary 
conditions exist, over half the cases 
have proved fatal. Iti Hamburg the 
ratio of deaths in cholera cases has been 
nearly one-half, while in northern Ger- 
many, in Belgium, and in France, it 
has been about one-third. Abouteighty 
per cent, of the cases in Persia are 
though t to have proved fatal. A quart- 
er of a million Persians are supposed to 
have perished by the Asiatic cholera 
this year. 


—One of the most interesting exhibi- 


tions in connection with the recent 
Orientalist congress in London is a col- 
lection of tools used by workmen in 
building the pyramids of Egypt They 
were gathered and are exhibited by the 
illustrious Egyptologist, Mr. Flinders 
Petrie. 
These utensils Indicate that 


ancient workmen had an astonishing 
acquaintance with many tools which 
we have been accustomed to consider 
essentially modern. 
Among the ex- 


hibits are solid and tubular corundum- 
tipped drills and straight and circular 
taws and chisels described a* "not a bit 
interior to those now used." 


—A writer in the Nautical Magazine 


tells a story of how a Yankee skipper 
contrived to free his ship from rats.
